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Continuation of Part 5: the Applicant 5 arguments are not persuasive. Specifically, on pages 3 
and 5, regarding the rejections relying upon the Sherman reference, the Applicant argues that 
Examiner's definition of the term 'adaptively' is correct but does not correspond to the 
Applicant's intended definition of the term 'adaptively', which is . .that it is performed in a 
manner that dynamically adjusts for changes in the format and/or data rate of the contiguous 
signal, without requiring intervention by the network service provider. . ." and it provides means 
to ". . .enable the mapping function to be rapidly provisioned "on the fly". The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. This definition of the term 'adaptively' upon which applicant relies is not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). The Applicant is also reminded that the Examiner 
is required to read claim limitations in their broadest sense and in this case the Examiner's 
interpretation of the term 'adaptively' (i.e. a means to suitably perform some function), is taught 
by Sherman.
